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report. 
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To  the  Honorable  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  i ork : 

The  surveys  made  during  the  past  season  were  limited  to 
boundary  line  work  of  complicated  and  difficult  character. 

The  boundaries  referred  to  constitute  the  division  lines 
between  the  counties  of  Herkimer  and  Oneida,  of  which  a 
reconnaissance  was  made  during  the  preceding  year,  as 
mentioned  in  my  last  annual  report.  The  work  was  at 
that  time  deferred  as  too  extensive  and  costly  to  be  under- 
taken without  special  appropriation. 

Application  was,  however,  made  early  in  the  year  by  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Herkimer  for  an 
exact  and  systematic  survey,  and  estimates  asked  for  the 
expense  of  the  work. 

These  estimates  were  accordingly  transmitted  and,  upon 
formal  notification  that  committees  had  been  appointed  on 
behalf  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  both  the  counties, 
acting  in  concert,  with  power  to  meet  the  expense  of  the 
work,  arrangements  for  the  survey  were  made. 

The  difficulties  surrounding  the  work  arose  principally 
from  the  great  negligence,  probably  arising  from  a mis- 
taken view  of  economy  in  the  early  surveys  of  the  public 
lands,  by  which  these  boundaries  had  been  suffered  to  go 
uncared  for  and  unmonumented  for  over  a century . These 
lines,  which  might  easily  have  been  re-marked,  or  even 
monumented  at  a trifling  expense,  sixty  or  seventy  years 
ago,  were  permitted  to  become  so  uncertain  as  to  be 
virtually  extinct,  and  the  very  ward  limits  of  one  of  the 
principal  cities  of  the  State  left  to  uncertain  traditions 
reaching  back  to  the  period  of  the  American  Revolution; 
while  other  portions  of  the  lines  in  question  were  depen- 
dent upon  the  rediscovery  of  trees  blazed  previously  to  the 
French  and  Indian  war. 
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To  restore  this  county  line  it  was  now  necessary  to 
letrace,  if  possible,  the  original  boundaries  of  many  of  the 
oldest  of  the  land  patents  of  the  State.  Some  of  these 
1 (oundaries  having  been  without  official  resurvey  since  1734. 

These  ancient  patents  were  as  follows : 

The  Gage  Patent  of  18,000  acres ; originally  granted  to 
General  Thomas  Gage  of  the  British  army,  by  order  of  the 
] Cing  in  Council,  August  12th,  1768.  Return  of  survey  made 
c anuary  12th,  1769.  This  original  survey  was  made  with  mag- 
netic compass.  No  permanent  monuments  are  recorded. 

The  Walton  Patent  of  12,000  acres  ; granted  to  William 
Walton,  Jr.,  Jacob  Walton  and  their  associates.  Return  of 
survey  made  April  15,  1768.  The  lands  are  now  in  the 
towns  of  Newport  and  Schuyler,  Herkimer  county. 

The  Hasenclever  Patent  of  18,000  acres ; granted  to  Peter 
llasenclever,  David  Green  and  others.  Return  of  survey 
made  January  12th,  1769.  These  lands  are  also  in  the 
towns  of  Newport  and  Schuyler,  Herkimer  county. 

Cosby’s  Manor  of  22,000  acres ; granted  to  Joseph  Worrell, 
Villiam  Cosbj  (the  Colonial  Governor),  and  others,  January 
5d,  1734.  Retrace  completed  with  comj^ass  and  chain, 
iLUgust  31st,  1786,  by  John  R.  Bleecker.  Subdivided  into 
t wo  principal  tracts ; the  easterly  part  to  one  Lyne ; the 
westerly  part  to  Worrell.  The  lands  are  nearly  e.qually 
civided  between  the  counties  of  Herkimer  and  Oneida, 
and  consist  of  very  valuable  county  and  city  property  in 
ttie  valley  of  the  Mohawk  river. 

Bayard’s  or  the  Free  Mason’s  Patent  of  54,120  acres  ; 
granted  to  William  Bayard  and  forty-nine  others  as  50,000 
£ cres  of  land.  Return  of  survey  June  26tli,  1769.  This  great 
f atent  extends  over  a great  portion  of  both  Herkimer  and 
(•neida  counties,  and  was  subdivided  into  lots  unconform- 
able  to  the  allotments  in  the  neighboring  patents.  Subse- 
c uently  the  county  and  town  lines  were  defined  or 
c escribed  in  statutes  of  the  State  without  any  considera- 
t on  of  this  unconformity  of  the  lot  lines.  As  the  lot  lines 
g averned  the  ownership  of  property  they  were  preserved 
by  the  inhabitants,  while  the  marked  trees  of  the  county 
a ad  town  lines  were  cut  away  and  destroyed. 
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Cochran’s  Patent  of  2,000  acres,  granted  to  John  Coch- 
rane. Return  of  the  original  compass  survey  made  Novem- 
ber 30th,  1785.  These  lands  are  located  on  or  near  the 
Unadilla  river  ; largely  in  Otsego  county.  The  boundary 
of  this  patent  is,  by  the  statute,  made  a portion  of  the 
division  line  between  the  counties  of  Herkimer  and 
Oneida. 

The  peculiar  wording  of  the  law  defining  the  location  of 
the  county  line  in  question  has  been  given  in  a previous 
report.*  A boundary  dependent  upon  the  restoration  of 
rude  compass  surveys  made  more  than  a century  ago,  and 
so  neglected  as  to  be  almost  entirely  extinct  in  most 
places  was  of  extreme  difficulty  and,  as  affecting  the  land 
titles  throughout  the  country,  a work  of  delicacy  and 
responsibility. 

It  was  estimated,  how'ever,  if  old  marked  trees  of  the 
ancient  lines  were  found,  a sufficient  restoration  of  the 
line  could  be  made  for  about  $6,000. 

Arrangements  having  been  made  by  the  committees  of 
boards  of  supervisors  to  meet  the  expense,  consultation 
was  had,  in  regard  to  general  details,  for  the  facilitation  of 
the  field  work. 

It  was  considered  of  great  importance  that  the  present 
survey  should  be  made  permanent  for  future  reference  by 
means  of  substantial  stone  monuments.

The  statute,  governing  this  boundary,  limits  the  county  of  Oneida  in  this 
direction : “ Easterly  by  the  county  of  Herkimer."  (See  Revised  Statutes) 
and  the  same  statute  defines  this  boundary  of  Herkimer  to  be  — 
“ Westerly  by  a line  beginning  at  the  South-west  corner  of  a tract  called 
Cochran’s  patent,  and  running  thence  Northerly  and  Easterly  along  the 
bounds  thereof  to  a line  beginning  in  the  South  bounds  of  the  tract 
granted  to  William  Bayard  and  others  called  the  Free  Mason  Patent, 
Where  the  same  is  intersected  by  a line  run  South  from  the  former  ford- 
ing place  in  the  Mohawk  river,  at  old  Fort  Schuyler,  now  called  Utica; 
and  running  thence  North  along  said  line  to  the  Southerly  line  of  Cosby’s 
Manor;  then  North-easterly  in  a direct  line  to  the  Northerly  bounds  of 
said  Manor,  at  a point  where  the  same  is  intersected  by  the  division  line 
between  Gage’s  and  Walton’s  patents ; then  Northerly  on  the  line  between 
the  said  patents  to  the  West  Canada  creek;  then  up  said  creek  to  the 
North-east  corner  of  Service’s  patent;  then  North  to  the  county  of  Saint 
Lawrence.” 
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Monuments. 

At  a meeting  of  the  joint  committee,  I’epresenting  the 
boards  of  the  respective  counties,  specifications  were  sub- 
mitted for  the  monuments  required  upon  the  boundary 
lii  es  in  question. 

Ihxteen  monuments  were  originally  estimated  for,  but 
th  s number  was  afterwards  increased  to  eighteen,  two 
lai  ge  special  monuments  being  required  at  county  corners 
on  the  Cosby  Manor  line. 

The  material  known  as  the  blue  Oxford  sandstone  was 
ch  3sen  by  the  committee  and  contract  made  for  the  monu- 
mitnts  to  be  delivered  at  Utica,  N.  Y.,  as  the  point  most 
ac  jessible  to  the  line.  These  monuments  are  of  fine 
quality,  six  feet  in  height,  the  tops  dressed,  and  lettered 
with  suitable  inscriptions. 

At  some  minor  points  smaller  mouiaents  of  rough 
grunite  and  limestone  were  employed,  making  the  total 
number  of  monument  stations  twenty-seven,  including  one 
pr  jviously  set. 

Arrangements  having  been  made  for  the  monuments, 
eximinations  were  begun  in  the  State  department  at 
Albany  for  such  ancient  records  and  data  as  might  aid  in 
id(  iutifying’  the  old  boundary  and  serve  as  proof  of  its 
ac  nirate  restoration  by  survey.  The  most  careful  search 
fai  led  to  reveal  any  recorded  survey  or  field  notes  of  a 
su  ’vey  of  the  county  line  in  question,  although  some 
records  of  surveys  of  the  boundaries  of  the  ancient 
laiid  patents,  made  during  the  colonial  period,  were 
fo  ind. 

The  records  of  the  county  of  Herkimer  having  been 
destroyed  by  fire,  after  the  time  of  the  first  locating  of  the 
CO  mty  line,  no  data  of  value  was  obtainable  at  the  ofiice 
of  the  county  clerk.  Inasmuch  as  some  of  the  ancient 
CO  onial  patent  boundary  lines  were,  by  statute,  made  part 
of  the  county  boundary,  the  portion  of  the  records  refer- 
rirg  thereto  was  of  importance,  and  copies  were  made  of 
su  di  memoranda,  in  the  State  offices,  mostly  in  the  form 
of  diagrams  of  the  patents  heretofore  referred  to,  showing 
the  lands  conveyed  by  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain  in  the 
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Monuments.

^'he  records  of  the  county  of  Herkimer  having  been 
de  itroyed  by  fire,  after  the  time  of  the  first  locating  of  the 
CO  mty  line,  no  data  of  value  was  obtainable  at  the  oflLice 
of  the  county  clerk.  Inasmuch  as  some  of  the  ancient 
co.  onial  patent  boundary  lines  were,  by  statute,  made  part 
of  the  county  boundary,  the  portion  of  the  records  refer- 
rirg  thereto  was  of  importance,  and  copies  were  made  of 
8U(  (h  memoranda,  in  the  State  offices,  mostly  in  the  form 
of  diagrams  of  the  patents  heretofore  referred  to,  showing 
tho  lands  conveyed  by  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain  in  the 
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Mohawk  valley  to  certain  persons  between  the  year  1734 
and  the  breaking  out  of  the  American  revolution. 

To  render  more  intelligible  the  work  and  the  necessity 
for  the  precautions  taken  in  identifying  and  restoring  the 
boundary,  a brief  reference  to  the  questions  involved  is 

necessary. 

The  statute  by  which  this  boundary  line  between  the 
counties  is  defined  is  as  follows:  (N.  Y.  Revised  Statutes, 
3d  ed.,  title  1,  chapter  2),  limits  the  county  of  Oneida  in  this 
direction  “ easterly  by  the  county  of  Herkimer,”  while  the 
westerly  (identical  line)  of  the  county  of  Herkimer  is  by  the 
same  statute  bounded  “westerly  by  a line  beginning  at  the 
southwest  corner  of  a tract  called  Cochran’s  Patent  and  run- 
ning thence  northerly  and  easterly  along  the  bounds  thereof 
to  a line  beginning  in  the  south  bounds  of  the  tract  granted  to 
William  Bayard  and  others,  called  the  Free  Mason’s  Patent, 
where  the  same  is  intersected  by  a line  run  south  from  the 
former  fording  place  in  the  Mohawk  river  at  old  F ort  Schuy- 
ler, now  callea  Utica,  and  running  thence  north  along  said 
line  to  the  southerly  line  of  Cosby’s  manor,  thence  north- 
easterly in  a direct  line  to  the  northerly  bounds  of  said 
Manor  at  a point  where  the  same  is  intersected  by  the 
division  line  between  Gage’s  and  W alton’s  patents,  thence 
northerly  on  the  line  between  the  said  patents  to  the  W est 
Canada  creek ; then  up  said  creek  to  the  northwest  corner 
of  Service’s  Patent,  thence  north  to  the  county  of  St.  Law- 
rence.” It  will  be  noticed  that  this  statute  begins  the 
location  of  this  line  at  the  extreme  southwesterly  corner 
of  the  county  of  Herkimer,  near  the  boundary  of  what  is 
now  the  county  of  Otsego,  in  Cochran’s  Patent,  and  thence 
along  the  line  of  said  patent  “to  a point”  which  was  left 
without  any  monument  or  mark  of  any  kind,  the  statute 
merely  stating  that  this  point  was  to  be  in  the  “ south 
bounds  of  a tract  granted  to  William  Bayard  and  others 
where  the  same  is  intersected  by  a line  run  south  from  the 
former  fording  i^lace  in  the  Mohawk  river  at  old  Fort 
Schuyler,  now  called  Utica,  and  running  thence  north 
along  said  line  to  the  southerly  line  of  Cosby’s  manor.” 
[Assembly,  No.  95.]  2 
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The  distance  between  these  two  indefinite  points  is 
1 welve  miles,  with  many  ranges  of  lofty  hills  intervening, 
including  the  entire  region  between  the  valley  of  the 
Jnadilla  river  and  the  valley  of  the  Mohawk,  and  as  no  i 
: ’ecords  of  survey  could  be  found,  and  but  one  point  on  the 
i ine  near  the  northeast  corner  of  the  town  of  Paris,  in 
,he  county  of  Oneida,  where  any  mark  of  any  authority 
vas  known  to  remain,  it  was  apparent  that  the  starting  j. 
Doints  given  by  the  statute  were  most  indefinite,  if  not 
mpossible  of  identification. 

If  the  place  of  commencement  of  the  work  of  restora- 
tion of  the  ancient  boundary  were  changed,  and  the 
incient  fording  place  across  the  Mohawk  river  at  Utica 
nade  the  initial  point ; this  section  of  the  line  being 
'etraced,  inversely,  then,  it  was  found,  no  records  existed 
Dy  which  to  identify  this  ancient  fording  place;  the 
iuthorities,  historians  and  citizens  of  Utica  being  much 
.n  dispute  over  the  true  location  of  this  point. 

It  was  therefore  thought  best  to  commence  the  restoration 
ind  monumenting  to  the  northward  of  the  Mohawk  river 
at  the  point  where  in  June,  1888,  had  been  found  certain 
marked  trees,  which,  by  their  age  — their  rings  of  annual 
growth  of  wood  and  their  range  (as  tjompared  Avith  the 
computed  and  observed  variation  of  the  magnetic  needle) 
had  been  identified  as  original  blazed  trees  of  the  first 
patent  line  marked  between  the  said  Gage  and  Walton 
patents,  and  therefore  forming,  by  the  law,  a portion  of 
the  county  line. 

Field  Woek.  ' 


May  20th,  1889,  was  occupied  in  preparations  for  the 
field-work  and  on  the  twenty-first  ins’t  the  survey  party 
was  assembled  at  Utica,  N.  Y. 

May  22d ; the  surveying  party  proceeded  to  the  village 
of  Poland,  Herkimer  countj',  N.  Y.,  that  place  being  the 
nearest  to  the  northern  terminus  of  this  section  of  the 
county  line.  The  day  was  rainy,  cold  and  disagreeable 
and  it  is  proper  to  remark  that  this  rainy  and  unfavor- 
able weather  continued  throughout  May  and  during  nearly 
the  entire  month  of  June  into  July ; frequent  and  heavy 
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showers  or  steady  rains  rendered  it  difficult  and  often 
impossible  to  work,  using  the  fine  instruments  brought 
into  the  field.  This  weather  was  most  extraordinary  and 
unprecedented  and  occasioned  great  but  unavoidable 
delay  to  the  work. 

May  23d;  proceeded  to  the  farm  of  Samuel  Eaton  in 
the  toAvn  of  Deerfield,  Oneida  county  near  where  the  old 
county  line  trees  were  found  when  the  reconnaissance 
closed  in  the  spring  of  1888.  Beginning  anew  at  the  last 
stake  placed  there  that  year,  the  search  for  the  old  line 
trees  was  continued  northward,  and  a transit  trial-line 
was  started  on  a magnetic  course  of  North  40^  28'  East  on 
an  offset  to  the  Avestward  of  the  marked  trees  of  thirty -five 
feet.  The  magnetic  course  showed  a constant  increase  in 
the  declination  of  the  needle,  and  the  line  trees  were  very 
few  and  difficult  to  find. 

The  search  was  carried  northward  about  one  and  a half 
miles  this  day,  but  only  occasional  CAudences  of  a line 
found  and  these  quite  disconnected. 

May  24th  ; extended  the  search  to  the  West  Canada 
creek,  line  becoming  very  obscure  and  at  length  entirely 
disappearing.  The  last  old  marks  identified  Avere  upwards 
of  two  miles  south  of  the  West  Canada  creek,  where  the 
line  should  commence. 

The  search-line  showed  great  uncertainty  as  to  the  true 
location  of  the  county  line  where  it  was  supposed  to  reach 
the  stream  near  the  village  of  Poland  in  Herkimer  county. 

May  25th;  to  find  a starting  point  at  the  north  terminus 
of  the  line  at  the  West  Canada  creek  it  was  necessary 
to  clear  aAvay  the  discrepancy  which  was  found  to  exist 
in  the  location  and  boundaries  of  the  lands  in  Gage  and 
Walton  Patents  here  contiguous  to  one  another  upon  the 
said  line.  To  effect  this,  survey  was  begun  of  lot  No.  61  in 
Gage’s  Patent,  lying  immediately  adjacent  to  the  county 
line  upon  the  west. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  marked  corners  of  this  lot  might 
be  found,  and  by  survey  measurements  the  boundaries 
thereof  restored,  when  the  county  line,  forming  the  east 
side  of  the  lot,  would  be  recovered.  Survey  Avas  made,  and 
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tl:  e distance  by  deed  failed  to  come  to  a fence  called  the 
cc  unty  line.  Further  examination  then  made  of  title  deeds 
oJ  owners  of  jh-operty  did  not  clear  up  the  question.  ^ 

May  26th  was  Sunday.  On  the  twenty -seventh  it  was 
r<  solved  to  start  from  the  adjacent  lot  in  the  M alton  Patent, 
boing  lot  No.  30.  The  owners  of  the  property  were  found 
a;  id  accompanied  the  survey  party  to  the  field,  bringing  their 
d 3eds.  Search  was  made  and  an  exterior  easterly  corner 
0 ; the  lot  was  found  marked  according  to  the  description. 

S irvey  then  proceeded  and  the  measurements  brought  the 
lot  to  a line  called  the  county  line,  and  identified  by  old 
residents,  but  no  marked  trees  were  to  be  found.  The 
a ireement  with  deeds  was  quite  close  and  the  discrepancy 
v'as  therefore  in  the  Gage  Patent.  Examination  proved 
tiat  there  had  been  two  northeast  corners  to  the  Guge 
latent,  one  at  a certain  hemlock  tree  now  down  and 
c ecaying,  and  the  other  at  a certain  yellow  birch  tree.  The 
error  was  found  to  have  arisen  in  the  allotment  of  the 

( rage  Patent. 

Lot  No.  61,  in  Gage’s  Patent,  having  greater  dimensions 
£ nd  area  than  that  assigned  to  it,  and  the  hemlock  corner 
] Dt  corner  found  having  no  authority  over  the  patent  line ; 

1 he  birch,  now  only  roots  remaining,  was  evidently  the  true 
northeast  corner  of  the  Gage  Patent  and  was  accepted  as 

i ^ch. 

To  obtain  further  evidence  to  prove  this,  a portion  of  lot 
; 'To.  60  in  the  Gage  Patent  was  surveyed  on  the  afternoon  of 
’ he  twenty-seventh,  and  although  the  work  was  carried  on 
luring  a heavy  rainstorm,  measurements  were  made  and 
)ld  line  trees  found  on  the  westerly  boundary  of  lot  No.  60, 
leing  the  only  marked  line  trees  found  in  this  neighbor- 
lood,  the  results  proving  the  correctness  of  the  conclusion 
irrived  at,  making  the  birch  tree  roots  the  true  corner. 

May  28th ; the  location  of  the  piece  of  the  county  line 
recovered  upon  the  bank  of  the  AV est  Canada  ci  eek  was 
nade  by  survey,  stakes  were  set  and  precautions  taken  to 
prevent  this  part  of  the  line  from  again  falling  into  dispute. 

Monument  No.  1 was  set  in  the  county  line  sixty  and 
foui’-tenths  feet  S.  40°  48'  W.  (magnetic)  from  the  south

bank  of  the  West  Canada  creek  or  in  azimuth  from  the 

said  creek  to  the  monument  Z=  30°  54'  05". 

The  declination  of  the  magnetic  needle  from  the  true 
north  at  this  station  was ‘found  to  be  D=9°  53'  00".7,  at 
fiH.  5QM.  ^ 28, 1889. 

Permanent  marks  were  cut  in  rocks  at  various  angles 
from  this  monument  and  distances  measured,  affording  ■ 
with  the  reference  azimuths  — data  by  which  this  part  of 
the  line  could  hereafter  be  restored,  even  if  this  monu- 
ment should  be  dug  up  and  destroyed. 

May  29th  the  systematic  survey  of  the  county  line 
was  begun.  The  work  now  to  be  done  was  the  restora- 
tion of  the  division  line  between  the  Gage  and  the  W alton 
Patents,  as  this  line  was  by  statute  the  county  line  from 
the  West  Canada  creek  to  Cosby’s  Manor,  a distance  of 
some  eight  miles.  By  the  decisions  of  the  courts  of  this 
State  such  a line,  when  restored  by  resurvey,  must  be 
placed  by  the  relocation  where  the  old  marks  were  first 
made,  or  as  nearly  so  as  may  be.  Knowing  that  this  old 
patent  line  having  been  run  only  with  magnetic  compass 
over  a century  ago,  would,  therefore,  not  be  a truly  straight 
line  but  irregular,  with  various  slight  deflections,  it  was 
proposed  to  restore  the  line  by  a rigorous  survey  with 
transit ; the  transit  line  to  be  on  an  offset  at  a short  dis- 
tance from  the  county  line,  so  as  to  avoid  cutting  line 
trees  in  clearing  the  sight.  Offset  was  therefore  made  and 
measurements  commenced. 

The  line  was  run  with  a six-inch  transit  theodolite  made  by 
Stackpole  of  New  York;  the  telescope  of  high  power, 
with  achromatic  eye-piece,  object-glass,  and  very  delicate 
striding  and  axis  levels,  which  were  so  sensitive  as  to 
require  to  be  shaded  from  the  sun  during  observation. 

The  range  was  kept  by  means  of  rods  with  spirit  levels 
attached,  by  which  the  rods  were  made  precisely  vertical 

over  stations,  the  rods  being  held  in  tripods. 

The  linear  measurements  were  made  with  100-foot  steel 
engineers’  tape,  graduated  into  feet,  tenths  and  hundredths, 
and  certified  standard  by  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Weights  and  Measures. 
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The  tape  was  provided  with  levels  for  securing  horizon - 
ta  l measures  and  with  strong  steel  attachments  to  insure 
ui  iform  tension  in  each  measurement,  while  a system  of  %* 

st  -ong  steel-shod  vertical  piece*s,  with  levels,  all  carefully 
al  gned,  made  an  efficient  base-line  apparatus. 

The  stations  were  made  over  good  solid  stakes,  centered 
01  tack  head  usually  slightly  counter-sunk  in  top  of  stake. 

By  this  means  a'transit  line  of  reference  was  afforded  with 
e3  act  linear  measurements ; which,  by  offsets,  would 
si  ow  at  any  point  the  position  and  range  of  the  county 
line.  Vertical  measurements  were  also  taken  along  the 
trinsit  line  to  afford  a knowledge  of  the  elevations  for 
tc  pography.  The  final  results  of  the  survey  are  embodied 
m the  maps  and  accompanying  data  now  being  prepared 
fr  Dm  the  field-books.  The  locations  of  the  monuments  are 
at  follows: 

SECTION  Fiest.— West  Canada  Ckeek  to  the  Noeth  Line 

OF  Cosby’s  Manoe. 

This  section  of  the  line  was  ascertained  on  survey  to  , 
h ive  many  deflections  between  the  lot  corners  and  old 
n arked  trees  which  were  identified  as  points  in  the  original 
li  le.  For  this  reason  no  one  course  or  bearing  can  be 
g;  ven  for  this  section  of  the  line,  but  between  the  monu- 
' n ents  now  set  to  preserve  the  line  there  are  different 
courses  or  bearings,  as  more  particularly  hereafter  shown. 

Monument  No.  1 was  set  on  the  County  boundary  ^ 

b itween  the  counties  of  Herkimer  and  Oneida,  60t^,  feet 
fiom  the  south  bank  of  the  West  Canada  creek  on  an 
a'dmuth  of  30°  54' 05".  This  monument  is  of  gray  calci- 
fijrous  sand-rock,  about  six  feet  in  length,  only  the  upper  ^ 

0 ’ exposed  portion  being  cut  and  dressed.  The  inscription 
is  brief  and  as  follows : 

East  face;  a large  deep  sunken  letter  H,  for  Herkimer 
county:  West  face,  marked  similarly,  0 for  Oneida  county: 

Smth  face;  figures  1889  for  the  year  of  survey:  Top  is 
n arked  by  an  arrow  pointing  along  the  county  line,  (here 
N . 40°  48'  E.  magnetic).  Center  of  top  and  station  mark  is  a 
d:  ill-hole  in  the  monument. 
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Monument  No.  2 is  a stone  post  of  rough  calciferous  sand- 
rock  set  at  the  point  identified  as  the  corner  of  lots  Nos. 
60  and  61  in  (rage’s  Patent,  the  center  of  station  and  corner 
being  marked  by  drill-hole  in  top  of  the  stone  post. 

Total  distance  from  place  of  beginning,  1,056tWt  feet. 
Azimuth,  30°  54'  05"  from  monument  No.  1. 

Monument  No.  3 is  of  the  dressed  Oxford  sandstone 
and  is  located  on  the  north  side  of  the  “ poplar  tree  road  ” 
near  residence  of  Mr.  William  A.  Beagent.  Total  distance, 
4,298tWu  feet.  Azimuth =30°  18'  23"  from  monument  No.  2. 

Monument  No.  4 is  a rough  post  of  native  granite  set  at 
north  side  of  the  road  connecting  the  village  of  North  Gage 
with  Newport,  near  the  residence  of  Mr.  W.  R.  Coffin;  the 
center  of  station  is  marked  by  a drill-hole  in  the  top  of  the 
monument.  Total  distance,  7,272tV\5V  feet.  Azimuth,  30° 
41'  22".9  from  monument  No.  3. 

Monument  No.  5 is  of  cut  stone  bearing  the  same 
inscription  as  the  first  monument,  and  is  set  on  the  south 
side  of  the  old  “Steuben  road’’  near  the  residence  of 
Samuel  Eaton  at  the  northerly  base  of  Bell  hill.*  Total 
distance,  18,889-iV(ftr  feet.  Azimuth,  30°  46'  17". 9 from  monu- 
ment No.  4. 

Monument  No.  6 is  a granite  boulder  set  at  lot  corner  at 
edge  of  woods,  on  side  of  Bell  hill,  where  was  a stake  and 
stones  in  the  county  line.  The  present  center  of  line  is 
marked  by  a drill-hole  in  the  rock.  Total  distance, 
23,352'^Vtr  feet.  Azimuth  = 30°  58'  13". 1 from  monument 
No.  5. 

Monument  No.  7 is  a stone  post,  of  native  lime-rock,  set 
on  the  northerly  side  of  Bell  hill  at  the  corner  of  the 
towns  of  Newport  and  Schuyler,  in  the  county  of  Herkimer 
on  the  county  line.  Total  distance,  24,122^-^  feet. 
Azimuth  = 30°  14'  08".8  from  monument  No.  6. 

* Bell  hill,  according  to  Mr.  John  Graham  (residing  on  the  south  side  of 
the  mountain  near  the  county  line),  has  its  name  from  Arrabella  Stuart,  a 
lady  who  came  from  Virginia  with  her  slaves  and  settled  here  at  an  early 
date. 
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Monument  No.  8 is  a granite  boulder  set  in  the  county  . 
line  on  the  summit  of  Bell  hill  on  the  fence  line  of  farm  of 
Jacob  Zeiter.  Total  distance,  26,507t%Vtt  feet.  Azimuth, 

= 30^  00'  16".8  from  monument  No.  7. 

Monument  No.  9 is  a reference  point  South  46°  40'  East 
(magnetic  bearing),  distant  lOAfJV  feet  from  a drill-hole  in 
a large  boulder  of  drift-rock,  about  live  tons  in  weight. 
Said  boulder  is  located  in  a ravine  easterly  of  the  old 
Catholic  church  on  Bell  hill,  and  opposite  a certain  yellow 
birch  tree,  marked,  and  standing  on  the  steep  bank  of  a 
ravine,  where  the  county  line  makes  a deflection.  Total 
distance,  28,383rWu  feet.  Azimuth  = 30°  24'  07".7  from 
monument  No.  8. 

Monument  No.  10  is  of  cut  Oxford  sandstone,  uniform 
with  monument  No.  1,  and  is  located  on  southerly  brow  of 
Bell  hill  at  forks  of  road  near  residence  of  John  Brown  and 
the  school-house.  It  is  in  line  with  the  easterly  side  of  the 
highway,  produced  southward.  Total  distance,  32,096t'uVu 
feet.  Azimuth  = 30°  17'  43"  from  monument  N o.  9. 

Monument  No.  11  is  stake  zero  point  (stone  unset)  amid 
line  trees  in  the  woods  of  Frederick  Boehlert,  of  the  town 
of  Deerfleld,  Oneida  county.  This  zero  point  has  total 
distance,  34,685tVoV  feet.  Azimuth  = 30°  17'  43"  from 
monument  No.  10. 

Monument  No.  12  is  of  cut  sandstone,  uniform  with 
No.  1.  and  is  located  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  high- 
way where  the  County  line  crosses  the  road  leading  from 
Bell  hill  to  Schuyler  Corners,  near  the  house  of  Mr.  Tour- 
nay  of  Schuyler,  Herkimer  county.  Total  distance, 
36,622An^  feet.  Azimuth  = 30°  22'  01"  from  monument 

From  monument  No.  12  the  survey  was  extended  south- 
ward along  the  Gage  and  Walton  line  to  a point  on  the 
transit  line  42,655  feet  from  monument  No.  1.  Here  work 
temporarily  ceased  on  this  line  as  the  terminus  of  the 
Gage  and  Walton  boundary  should  be  on  the  north  line  of 
Cosby’s  Manor;  which  was  not,  as  yet,  exactly  determined.  , 
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Section  Second.— North  Line  of  Cosby’s  Manor;  Inter- 
section Point. 

By  the  reconnaissance  made  in  1888  the  north  line  of 
Cosby’s  Manor  was  approximately  located  near  the  place 
where  the  present  Gage-Walton  transit  line  had  been 

stopped.  , ^ , 

The  question,  now  to  be  settled,  was  where  the  exact 

position  of  the  north  line  of  the  Cosby’s  Manor  was  origin- 
ally located.  _ i i.  ai,  4. 

Some  corners  of  fences  were  found,  claimed  to  be  the  true 

corners  of  lots  in  Cosby's  Manor,  on  the  north  line  thereof ; 
but,  inasmuch,  as  the  deeds  of  owners  did  not  refer  to  any 
marked  corner  trees,  discoverable,  or  to  any  monuments: 
and,  as  some  of  the  fences  at  corners  were  of  recent  barbed- 
wire  construction,  no  marks  of  antiquity  being  found 
at  lot  corners  in  the  vicinity,  it  was  held  to  be  necessary  to 
make  a search  for  sufficient  old  marked  trees,  of  the  original 
north  line  of  the  Cosby’s  Manor ; and,  through  connection 
of  these  trees,  by  a measured  transit  line,  to  restore  the 

north  boundary  of  that  patent. 

The  intersection  of  this  north  line  of  Cosby  — when 
restored-with  the  Gage-tValton  line,  would  form  the  true 

corner  of  the  county . .v  t ^ 

June  28th  the  work  of  survey  of  the  north  line  ot 
Cosby’s  Manor  was  commenced,  in  order  to  ascertain 
where  the  County  corner  should  come  upon  said  line  as 
required  by  the  law.  On  investigation  it  was  found  neces- 
sary to  extend  the  search  for  line  trees  far  to  the  eastward 
and  westward  of  the  Gage-Walton  line.  To  the  eastward 
the  search  was  extended  to  the  corner  of  the  Hasenclever 
Patent,  one  of  the  oldest  land  grants  in  this  part  of  the 

The  country  here  was  found  to  be  so  frequently  inter- 
sected by  deep  ravines,  traversing  the  black  shale,  opposing 
such  obstacles  to  the  work  of  exact  survey,  that  great 
satisfaction  was  experienced  when  a number  of  line  trees 
were  found  about  three-quarters  of  a mile  eastward  from 
the  Gage-Walton  division  line.  To  connect  these  line  trees 
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with  the  more  distant  x^oints  of  the  patents,  the  corners 
slaimed  by  owners  to  be  points  referred  to  in  conveyances, 
ngnal  stations  were  made;  one  near  the  Hasenclever  corner 
3lose  to  the  north  line  of  Cosby’s  Manor,  and  two  and  one- 
:hird  miles  easterly  of  the  village  of  Schuyler  Corners  in 
jhe  county  of  Herkimer, 

The  other  signal  was  ])laced  near  the  corner  of  lots  Nos.  21 
ind  22  in  Cosby’s  Manor,  adjacent  to  Ihe  corners  of  lots 
Nos.  40  and  41  in  Gage’s  Patent,  in  the  town  of  Deerfield, 
3neida  County. 

The  Hasenclever  corner  was  identitied  by  means  of  deeds 
3f  resident  owners  and  by  Mr.  Ira  F.  Dudlong,  of  Schuyler, 
who  was  i)resent  and  assisted  in  rex>lacing  this  corner  in 
1861,  by  the  marks  shown.  The  point  on  the  north  line  of 
Oosby’s  Manor  in  the  county  of  Oneida  was  found  by 
means  of  deeds  exhibited  by  Mr.  D.  Davis,  and  other  owners, 
who  also  showed  and  identified  iioints  in  the  line  alluded 
:o  in  deeds.  The  two  iioiiits  on  the  line  selected  to  obtain 
die  range  are  three  and  a half  miles  distant  from  each 
3ther.  As  clusters  of  trees  near  at  hand  and  heavy  forest 
n the  intervening  valley  made  direct  survey  between 
:hese  jioints  exceedingly  difficult,  equal  ofi’sets  were  made 
it  each  station.  The  Oneida  county  station  is  upon  a 
ofty  hill  to  the  westward  of  the  forest  filled  ravines  where 
die  Gage- Walton  division  line  terminates.  This  liill  station 
offset)  commands  the  signal  at  the  offset  station  in  the 
Dpen  field  at  the  Hasenclever  corner  and  thus  the  range  was 
selected  on  which  the  ti-ial  line  for  the  north  boundary  of 
Cosby’s  Manor  was  run.  The  line  between  these  signals 
was  found  to  liave  an  Azimuth  120  18',  cn’  a raagncdic  bear- 
ng  of  N.  50  09'  W^'est,  the  mean  Declination  at  the  inter- 
iection  being  9^  34'  West  -Inly  1st,  1889. 

On  the  azimuth,  above  given,  the  line  was  traced  north- 
vvestward  from  the  Hasenclever  corner.  A mile  and  a 
lalf  to  the  westward  of  said  corner  old  marked  trees  were 
’ound,  in  a deej^  ravine,  situated  just  westward  (»f  tlie  road 
Tom  Baker’s  corners  in  the  town  of  ychuylcr,  Herkimer 
iounty.  Other  line  trees  were  also  found  in  other  ravines, 
vhere  the  rough,  precipitous  slopes  made  the  timber  almost 
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inaccessible,  if  its  preservation  was  not  indeed  a necessity 
to  maintain  the  earth  ux^on  the  slopes.  Some  fortunate 
circumstance  nad  preserved  sufficient  line  trees  to  permit 
the  accurate  restoration  of  the  Cosby  Manor  line  here. 

The  survey  was  continued  with  careful  x^recision  until 
the  Gage  and  Walton  transit  search  line  was  intersected  at 
4,243fyA  feet  from  where  the  first  line  trees  were  found  on 
this  line.  Continuing,  northwestward,  this  search  line 
reached  an  additional  thread  of  line  trees  in  the  forest  sur- 
rounding the  Gage -Walton  corner,  and  still  other  superbly 
marked  trees,  beyond  a deep  ravine  and  stream.  Upon  the 
ancient  data,  thus  obtained,  computations  were  based  which 
showed  tliat  the  search  line  was  nearly  parallel  to  the  Cosby 
Manor  lino,  converging  in  the  ratio  or  tang.  = 

7.6857827  = 0^  13'  14",  which  applied  to  the  azimuth  of  the 
search  line,  gives  for  the  north  line  of  Cosby’s  Manor  Z = 
300'^  04'  51"  from  the  Gage- Walton  line  to  the  Hasenclever 
corner.  With  the  information  thus  obtained  the  x>osition 
of  the  terminus  of  the  Gage-Walton  boundary  was  com- 
puted coming  58d)V(7  feet  south  of  the  Cosby’s  Manor  search 
line,  at  4,264tVW  feet  of  the  reference  measurements  on 
said  line. 

The  azimuth  of  the  zero  x^oint  M.  11,  amid  the  marked 
trees  at  Boehlert’s  woods  along  the  Gage-Walton  line,  to 
the  point  thus  determined,  is  Z = 30^  22'  01". 7. 

The  magnetic  course  on  this  section  of  the  line,  reduced 
to  an  average  (for  twelve  stations  northward  from  the 
corner)  is  S.  39®  55'  E.  for  June  28, 1889;  the  Declination  of 
the  magnetic  needle  being  the  9®  33' W.  from  true  north. 
The  direction  of  the  north  line  of  Cosby’s  Manor  and  the 
location  of  the  line  at  its  intersection  with  the  Gage-W"alton 
Patent  line  was  thus,  at  length,  obtained. 

July  2d,  the  necessary  comiuitations  having  been  made, 
the  survey  X'artj’-  returned  to  the  intersection  of  the  Gage- 
AValton  line  on  the  Cosby  north  line,  and  i>roceeded  to 
make  measurements  to  locate  the  corner. 

When  the  ])lace  was  finally  designated  for  this  corner  of 
the  county,  the  men  dii-ected  to  drive  the  stake  met  with  an 
obstacle.  The  soil  was  removed  and  the  long  lost  survey 
corner  was  revealed.  There  was  a circle  of  stones  and  a deep 
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lollow  place,  at  the  center,  where  once  had  been  a large  stake  j 

31’  post  — the  ancient  corner.  This  remarkable  rediscovery 
3f  this  important  land  corner  after  so  great  an  interval—  I 

Dne  hundred  and  twenty-one  years  — is  an  evidence  of  the  \ 
care  and  success  with  which  this  survey  was  executed.  \ 

The  monument  for  this  corner  not  being  in  readiness,  a | 

fcemiiorary  but  substantial  post  was  driven  to  preserve  the 
point  and  the  center  marked  by  a tack  head  set  by  transit. 


As  the  statute  requires  the  line  crossing  Cosby’s  Manor 
to  come  directly  to  this  corner  — from  the  southward  — 
search  was  now  made  in  this  forest  for  line  trees  of  that 
section  of  the  county  line.  After  long  and  most  careful 
search,  however,  no  line  trees,  monuments  or  marks  of  any 
kind  whatever  were  to  be  found  between  the  Mohawk  river 
and  the  corner  rediscovered,  and  we  were  forced  to  believe 
that  no  county  line  to  the  southward  of  this  corner  had 
ever  been  marked  upon  the  ground  within  Cosby’s  Manor, 
and  that  it  had  not,  probably,  ever  been  in  any  way 
officially  surveyed.  But  one  remedy  existed.  This  was  to 
return  to  the  southward  of  the  southerly  boundary  of 
Cosby’s  iSlanor  and  search  for  the  old  survey  marks  on 
which  the  county  line  could  be  based.  Thence  by  survey, 
it  could  be  retraced  northward  to  the  south  line  of  said 
manor,  whence,  according  to  the  statute,  it  should  run 
“northeasterly  in  a direct  line  to  the  northerly  bounds  of 
said  manor,  at  a poitit  where  the  same  is  intersected  by 
the  division  line  between  Gage’s  and  Walton’s  Patents.’’ 
This  point  of  intersection  was  the  corner  just  recovered. 
It  was  found  to  be  located  in  a hollow  in  the  forest  amid 
deep  ravines  three  miles  to  the  northward  of  the  Mohawk 
river.  To  render  the  station  visible  it  was  necessary  to 
construct  a substantial  and  lofty  signal  wdth  high  central 
mast,  exactly  over  the  corner,  so  as  to  raise  the  Hag  above 
the  hollow.  It  was  found  difficult  to  rear  a signal  lofty 
enough  to  overto])  the  trees.  Therefore,  the  forest  around 
the  signal  and  on  the  intervening  ridge  southw^ard  w^as  cut 
aw^ay  so  that  the  Hag  could  be  seen  from  the  southwest- 
ward,  when  the  line  should  be  run  toward  it. 
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Corner  of  the  Tow  n of  Frankfort,  Herkimer  County, 
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The  erection  of  this  signal  and  the  placing  of  monuments 
Nos,  10  and  12  occupied  the  survey  party  during  the  whole 
of  the  third  and  until  late  in  the  evening  of  July  4th,  when 
we  returned  to  Utica. 


As  it  had  now  been  proved,  by  survey,  and  the  most 
careful  search  that  no  boundary  line  whatever  existed 
between  the  counties  of  Herkimer  and  Oneida  over  the 
entire  width  of  Cosby’s  Manor;  in  which  is  located  the  city 
of  Utica  immediately  adjacent  to  the  county  line;  it  was 
evidently  necessary  to  make  the  examination  to  the  south- 
ward as  heretofore  indicated. 

It  was  hoped  that  two  or  more  points  might  be  recovered 
of  the  ancient  survey  south  of  Cosby’s  Manor  within  a few 
miles  of  tlie  corner  of  the  towns  of  Paris  and  New  Hartford, 
in  Oneida  county,  where  a marble  monument  had  some 
years  previously  been  located,  as  one  point  in  the  said  line. 

While  it  was  obviously  impossible  to  find  the  true 
direction  of  the  line  by  means  of  any  one  point  therein;  yet, 
it  was  hoped  that,  by  using  this  one  point  (the  monument) 
as  reference,  or  the  zero  of  search,  with  an  assumed  course 
based  on  supiiosed  variation  of  the  magnetic  needle  at  the 
time  of  the  original  survey  — had  any  been  made  — some 
marked  trees  or  other  indications  of  the  line  would  be 
found,  and  thus  the  true  range  obtained  by  ■which  to  run 
the  line  northward  to  the  south  boundary  of  Cosby’s  Manor, 
fixing  the  point  therein  where  defection  should  be  made  to 
the  Gage- Walton  corner,  and  the  amount  of  said  defection. 

July  5th,  with  a view  to  making  the  examination  above 
proposed,  the  survey  party  left  Utica  and  made  a station 
on  the  afternoon  of  that  day,  over  the  marble  monument 
claimed  to  be  a point  in  the  county  line  and  generally 
known  as  the  “ Paris  monument.” 

This  monument  is  located  on  the  lands  of  Mr.  Albert  S. 
King,  a resident  of  Paris,  Oneida  county.  It  is  in  a forest, 
but,  although  careful  search  was  made,  no  marked  trees 
were  found  near  the  monument;  in  the  assumed  direction 
of  this  section  of  the  line;  which  has  a different  course  from 
the  other  sections,  having  been  actually  run  (it  is  claimed) 
as  a due  north  line  from  Cochran’s  Patent  — subsequent  to 
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The  erection  of  this  signal  and  the  placing  of  monuments 
Nos.  10  and  12  occupied  the  survey  party  during  the  whole 
of  tlie  third  and  until  late  in  the  evening  of  July  4th,  when 
we  returned  to  Utica. 

As  it  had  noAv  been  proved,  by  survey,  and  the  most 
careful  search  that  no  boundary  line  whatever  existed 
between  the  counties  of  Herkimer  and  Oneida  over  the 
entire  width  of  Cosby’s  Manor;  in  which  is  located  the  city 
of  Utica  immediately  adjacent  to  the  county  line;  it  was 
evidently  necessary  to  make  the  examination  to  the  south- 
ward as  heretofore  indicated. 

It  was  hoped  that  two  or  more  points  might  be  recovered 
of  the  ancient  survey  south  of  Cosby’s  Manor  within  a few 
miles  of  the  corner  of  the  towns  of  Paris  and  New  Hartford, 
in  Oneida  county,  where  a marble  monument  had  some 
years  previously  been  located,  as  one  point  in  the  said  line. 

While  it  was  obviously  impossible  to  find  the  true 
direction  of  the  line  by  means  of  any  one  point  therein;  yet, 
it  was  hoped  that,  by  using  this  one  point  (the  monument) 
as  reference,  or  the  zero  of  search,  with  an  assumed  course 
based  on  supposed  variation  of  the  magnetic  needle  at  the 
time  of  the  original  survey  — had  any  been  made  — some 
marked  trees  or  other  indications  of  the  line  would  be 
found,  and  thus  tlie  true  range  obtained  by  which  to  run 
the  line  northward  to  the  soutli  boundary  of  Cosby’s  Manor, 
lixing  the  point  therein  where  deliection  should  be  made  to 
the  Gago-^^'alton  corner,  and  the  amount  of  said  deflection. 

J Illy  5th,  with  a view  to  making  the  examination  above 
proposed,  the  survey  party  left  Utica  and  made  a station 
on  the  afternoon  of  that  day,  over  the  marble  monument 
claimed  to  be  a point  in  the  county  line  and  generally 
known  as  the  “ Paris  monument,” 

This  monument  is  located  on  the  lands  of  i\Ir.  Albert  S. 
King,  a resident  of  Paris,  Oneida  county.  It  is  in  a forest, 
but,  although  careful  search  wms  made,  no  marked  trees 
were  found  near  the  monument;  in  the  assumed  direction 
of  this  section  of  the  line;  which  has  a difterent  course  from 
the  other  sections,  having  been  actually  run  (it  is  claimed) 
as  a due  north  line  from  Cochran’s  Patent  — subsequent  to 
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tlie  year  1788  — as  the  division  line  between  towns  in  the 

tien  county  of  Montgomery. 

During  the  period  which  had  elapsed,  no  observations  of 
t le  variation  of  the  needle  in  this  section  were  recorded.

Beginning  near  the  joint  corner  of  lots  72  and  73,  in  said 
manor,  an  offset  reference  line  was  run  with  transit,  and 
numerous  old  line  trees  were  found,  bearing  the  marks  of  \ 
the, original  survey.  The  line  was  run  with  the  same  care 
and  precision  that  had  been  exercised  upon  the  other  lines. 
Obstacles,  interposing,  rendered  it  necessary  to  make  an 
angular  traverse  to  reach  the  terminus.  This  work  was 
completed  September  4th,  and  a massive  monument  was 
set  in  ])lace  at  the  exact  intersection  of  the  true  county  line 
with  the  south  line  of  Cosby’s  Manor  on  the  5th  instant.
